$ True year is the Suns totall race or revolution through the whole Zodiack, from any one point 
& ordegreeto the ſame. | ; 
Ic contains three hundred fixty five naturall dayes , five equinoQtiall houres , forty nine 
minutes, and ſixteen ſecondsvr ſections, which arethe ſixtierh part of a minute. = 
Julins (eſar, Rimes DiCtator and Emperor,finding their Calender very faulty and variouſly 
embol1zed with more or leſſe intercalations.at the ignorant Augurs and Prieſts pleaſures, by 
MN advice of S-ſigeres a$skilfull Mathematitian of Alexandria in Zzgypt,conſtiruted the year about 
- forty four before Chriſts birth, ro bethirec hundred ſixty five dayes and ſix houres compleat, raking in ten minutes 
and forty four Seconds too much, which he'repured an inconfiderableArome; yer in one hundred thirty four years, 
ir makes one entire day lacking 6neminuteand forty four ſeconds : bur in lieu of the ſaid fix hours, headded or al- 
lowed'one day (Feb..24. when the Hebdomaricall letter is dupled) every fourth year called Biſſextile, becauſe then 
are two ſixth days of March Calends. This the whole Empireobſerved,which Sourh-Brittain being a brancheherof, 
hath kept unaltered to this day : ſo ſince his Inſtitution, 1700 years ago, have reſulted about thirteen dayes ; which 
ſhould be ſubſtracted or taken back.to bringrhe times intheir proper ſtations as they were then or at Chriſts birth, 
Gregorian = Tocorre& this obliquiry or aberration, P. Gregory 13. in the Council of Trent, 4. 1582. by dire&ion of Aloyſius 
Accompt. Lilins alearned Aſtronomer, ſtruck oft ten dayes ( ich ſhould berwo more as Lily adviſed ) regulating the refor- 
mation according to the times of the firſt Generall Synod at Nice, 4.325. when Sol centred Aries atthe Vernal 5 
nox, March 21. as the Records teſtifie : This alteration was made 0.4. and the next day inſcribed 08. 15. The firſt 
Reformation is called Julian or Seſigenean, the laſt (which is no new, #raor Accompr, bur a neceſſary Note or A- 
nimadverſion on the former ) the Gregorian or Lilian: but both Romane (one Imperial, the hige! ) and both 
ſomewhat erroneous, as is premonſtrared. This latter all Chriftendome (except England)obſeryes,being no point 
of Religion, but civil computation, which ſome Parliaments have conſulted todo; but becauſeten or rwelve days 
defalked at once, may breed much alteration in Conrracts, Bonds, and payment of Rents, they refuled toalter or 
amend it. 
Manner f Howbeitan caſter way will do it without the leaſt inconyenienceto any, if all Biſlextil years be barred for for- 
reforming. ty four together ( when we ſhall meer wich the Forren Accompr, which will then be eleven dayes before us, by 
omitting one Leap year, 4. 1700.) or fifty two to ſubſtract thirteen dayes, aud be two _ before them, which is 
righteſt ; for whar prejudice can accrue, if all years ſo long run equall,ſans adding one day every fourth : The Tri- 
dentine Fathers decreed to torbear a Leap year at end of each Centary ( as 4.1700.1800. 1900yburnone A. 2000,) 
becauſe in one hundred thirty four years reſules one day, which in tour hundred makes abourthree, and this will 
keep it rightin their cue or courſe for ever, The like Proviſo by Actor Edit will do it here, if the State pleaſe, that 
no Biſſextil or Leap year be kept in Fagland for forty four years next inſuing (which will jump withthem) or fifty 
ewo (which will fully reform) but afterward to be held every fourth year,except at end of ee) thirty and 
fourth year forever : Or elſerhus, Excepc at end of every hundred year for three hundred years together and at end 


of each four hundred year, to be kept againe as before. 


Some ſhort Annotations to explain or elucidate the Premiſſes, which in a few points may happily ſeem obſcure. 


IND S the Creation according to our Fulian Engliſh year, the Vernal Equinox (now March 10.) befel 4pril 21. and 
: A the Autumnal (now Sept.13.) on V#.25. Sothe Eſtivall Solſtice ( now Jane 11.) on July23. and the Hyemal, 
(now Dec.12.)on Jan.23.forthe ſeaſons in 5686, years palt tothis year 1656. have anticipated 42 days and ten hours 
from Cſars reformation twelve daies and ſixteen hours, ſince Chriſts Incarnation twelve daies andeight hours, 
as all Artiſts by exact calculation ſhal find true; becauſe in every forty five years there reſult cighthours compleat, 
and in a hundred thirty four years, one entire day, as is fore-ſhewed. L 
W. From this deformity or obliquity arile two maine incongruities, 1.That the twelye laſt daies in every moneth 
ſince Chriſts time, uſurp the room of the twelve firſt in thenext; ſo about 2500 years hence (if the World ſhall ſo 
long laſt) every one wil wholly pofleſs the place of his next neighbour. which is a Turkiſh Solzciſmein Aftrono- 
mie, whoſe Summer moneths in very few years take up their Hybernals in the Winter rooms; and contrarily,not 
caring in what ſeaſons they celebrate their Pſeudo-Feſtivals. 2. That our Chriſtian Feaſts arenorobſeryed in the 
lame ſer ſeaſons they ſhould be, but twelvedaies too late; for Chriſt is ſtoried to be borne on che ſhorteſt day ( as 
his Fore-runner ob Baptiſt on the longeſt ) when Sol encred Capricorn, which befell Dec.25. bur now by an- 
ticipation of twelye daies fals on Dec. 13, lo by right, Chriſtmas day ſhould be ſer where Dec.13. ſtands, and Epi-\ 
phany in place of it; the like obliquity occurs in all other Feſtivities, which ſome Sects no more regard then Infidel 
| Mahometans, but thele incongruities will cafily be redreſſed by barring of Leap years for fifry two years. 
1; A conformity ro the common Calender current in all Chriſtendome,by prohibicing Leap ati 44 years wil 
much facilitate commerce with Forren Nations, and cur off the duple Ailcrence of Stilo veteri & novo, which 
makes much confuſion in letters, accomprts,and tranſattions among Merchants, totheir ineffablebenefic.
